Question of Calling Morgan.

The chairman’s purported 
view is that the commission would 
create an unfavorable impression by 
questioning dozens of minor bro- 
kers, and permitting the greatest 
figure in the case to escape with- 
out interrogation.

Committees. Asiel was one of the 
fortunate individuals who refused 

to lend money to Richard Whitney 
during the last days before his 
bankruptcy, although twice asked 
to do so, he stated that the failure 
of Richard Whitney & Co. was “one 
of the biggest shocks I ever had.” 

About the middle of last Febru- 
ary, the witness related, Whitney 
asked Asie} & Co. to lend him $200,- 
000 for two weeks to replace a bank 
loan and offered as security 39,000 
shares of Distilled Liquors Corpo- 
ration stock. Since his firm was 
a competitor of Richard Whitney 
& Co., in the bond business, Asicl 
admitted he was mildly surprised 
by this request.

On March 2, six days before Whit- 
ney’s failure, he applied to Asiel,

Then Whitney offered him three 
stock exchange seats, without re- 
vealing that they were already 
pledged.

“More Gentlemanly” te Phone. 

Sidney J. Weinbereg, a partner of 
Goldman Sachs & Co., and a mem- 
ber of the Stock Exchange, testi- 
fied that on Feb. 28 last Whitney 
applied to him personally for a loan 
of $50,000 for six days. Weinberg 
considered it a compliment that in 
these days any broker should be 
supposed to have $50,000 but de- 
cided not to make the loan, He 
did not refuse Whitney to his face 
but adopted what he called the 
“more gentlemanly course of tele- 
phoning him half an hour later.

* WASHINGTON, April 22.—The 
Treasury has decided to start feed- 
ing its $1,400,000,000 gold credit 
hoard out to the nation’s. banks at 
the rate of $50,000,000 a week, This 
is part of the administration's pro- 
gram to expand credit resources. 
At least for the next eight weeks, 
a Treasury spokesman said yester- 
day, $50,000,000 worth of maturing 
short term Treasury bills will be 
paid off in cash weekly, while an 
additional $50,000,000 worth of ma- 
turing bills will be replaced by 
floating new securities in the same 
amount during each seven-day pe- 
riod. 
The Treasury declined to explain 
the motives of the new program, 
but it was apparent that Secretary 
Morgenthau, who conferred with 
Federal Reserve Officials, intends 
to feed the new credit out grad- 
ually. A total of $1,352,134,000 worth 
of short term Treasury bills will 
mature between now and June 30, 
and the Treasury could disburse all 
its gold fund in that period by 
redeeming all of these securities. 
Since. Treasury bills are owned 
almost exclusively by banks, the 
redemption of bills means an equiv- 
alent addition of cash to the lend- 
able resources of the banks. 

The Federal Reserve Board an- 
nounced that, partly due to last 
week’s reduction in reserve require- 
ments, the banks now have a total 
of $2,490,000,000 of excess reserves 
—idle money available for loans. 
Officials indicated that this res- 
ervoir of credit, the largest in more 
than a year, is sufficient to meet 
present needs and does not neces- 
sitate any hurry in disbursing the 
gold fund. 

The Treasury acquired a cash 
credit of. 51, 400,000,000 last week by 
desterilizing its gold in accordance 
with President Roosevelt’s credit 
inflation program. The gold credit 
is really a deposit in the Federal 
Reserve banks and does not aug- 
ment the lending power of the 
commercial banks until the Treas- 
ury spends it either by redeeming 
securities or disbursing it for gov- 
ernmental activities. 

The Federal Reserve Board dis- 
closed that it sold $108,000,000 
worth of Federal bonds last week 
to prevent the price of the securi- 
ties from going too high. The board 
attempts to monitor the Govern- 
ment hond market to prevent undue 
fluctuations leading to undesirable 
speculation. 


The credit inflation program in- 
creased Government bond prices be- 
cause it will increase the amount 
of idle money in the banks and 
consequently increase their incen- 
tive to purchase Government bonds 
for investment.

cago on Oct, 31, 1936, three days 
after the first Laclede board meet- 
ing at which information was de- 
manded on the tree settlement. 

Settlement Possible Any Time. 

Assistant City Counselor Hanke 
said to the Post-Dispatch that he 
carried on negotiations for settle- 
ment with the company’s attorneys 
of record, General Counsel Otto and 
the Fordyce firm, and six months 
or a year before the settlement, had 
submitted to them the offer to 
accept $35 a tree, an amount for 
which the suit could have been 
settled at any time thereafter. 

Early in June, 1936, he said, Mc- 
Kinney appeared as a negotiator 
for settlement and at first offered 
to pay $2 a tree. Negotiations with 
him continued two or three weeks, 
finally resulting in agreement on 
$25 a tree, or a total of $12,050. 

McKinney said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that he was em- 
ployed in the case by Gosling “sev- 
eral weeks before the settlement.” 
He declined to discuss in detail the 
disposition of the money, but said 
his own fee and other fees came 
out of it. 

Gosling, reached by telephone at 
his home, said he had no state- 
ment to make. 

Clarke had a turbulent career as 
head of Utilities Power & Light 
Corporation, giant holding company 
which is now in the hands of a 
Federal Court trustee at Chicago 
for reorganization. He developed 
the holding company to the point 
where at one time its consolidated 
balance sheet, including subsid- 
iaries, showed assets of about $400,- 
000,000. His holding company ac- 
quired Laclede Gas Light Co. in 
1927. Since then various minority 
stockholders have charged in law 
suits that he exploited Laclede Gas 
for the benefit of the holding com- 
pany. 

Some of Clarke’s Adventures. 

Some of the details of Clarke’s 
adventures in the stratosphere of 
high finance, while he was head of 
the holding company and of Laclede 
Gas, were given in an article pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch last 
Nov. 14. The facts were taken from 
an exhaustive report filed with the 
Federal Court in Chicago by James 
L. Houghteling, special investigator 
appointed by the court. 

Two transactions, a “$1,000,000 
deal” and a “$2,000,000 deal,” were 
discussed in the report. In the 
first case checks of Utilities Power 
& Light for $1,000,000 were issued 
to Clarke in 1930, and the next day 
his personal indebtedness of $991,- 
867 to the company was paid. After 
the transaction had been questioned 


the holding company borrowed 
$800,000 from the parent company, 
lent $750,000 to a finance company 
owned by Clarke, the finance com- 
pany issued a check for $1,000,000 to 
Clarke and the latter paid the hold- 
ing company $1,000,000. In a suit 
against Clarke the holding company 
alleged this transaction caused it a 
net loss of $800,000. 

In connection with the $2,000,000 
transaction the company also made 
a claim against Clarke in its suit 
to recover. The investigator re- 
ported that on May 15, 1931, an in- 
vestment company owned by Clarke 
paid a note of Clarke’s at the Chase 
National Bank in NewYork, ag- 
gregating with interest $1,879,- 
687.50, after having received 
through affiliated companies 32. 
000,000 which the investigator re- 
ported ultimately became an ob- 
ligation owning to Utilities Power 
and Light Corporation.

Will Hebner murder case was writ- 
ten here yesterday when a Coro 
ners jury returned a verdict of 
suicide by poison in the death of 
Hebner’s widow, Mrs. Cora T. Heb- 


ner, whose body was found in her 
cell in the Randolph County jail 
shortly after noon. 

Held for trial for the murder of 
Hebner, whose bones were found 
March 11 on her farm near Poca- 
hontas, the 55-year-old former St. 
Louis woman ended her life after 
writing a note in which she re- 
peated her assertion that as a mat- 
ter of fact Hebner was not dead 
at all, but simply afraid or unwill- 
ing to show himself. 

Having failed to get a confes- 
sion from her, Randolph County 
authorities had told her that she 
was to be taken to Little Rock to 
undergo a lie detector or “truth 
serum” test, and it was apparently 
in fear of this threat, made in jest, 
that she had decided to end her 
life. 

Says Hebner Gave Her Poison. 

“I can see very plainly you fel- 
lows intend to force me into say- 
ing what you want me to’say even 
if it isn’t the truth,” ‘she wrote in 
a note found pinned in a pocket of 
her apron. “And now you tell me 
tomorrow you are taking me to Lit- 
tle Rock to be beaten, tortured, 
etc., even to injecting stuff into me 
to paralyze my brain (what little 
I have). It isn’t fair, human or 
civilized.” 

Declaring Hebner had been in 
Pocahontas twice since she has 
been held in jail, she wrote that 
he gave her the poison on “a dread- 
ful, dark stormy night.” The note 
concluded with directions that she 
be cremated, “I don't want any 
minister, I hope the redbirds sing 
taps for me.” 

Randolph County authorities said 
that in addition to a farm near 
Pocahontas, which is still in her 
name, she owned a cdttage in St. 
Louis and had $1032 in a bank in 
Miami, Fla., where she was arrest- 
ed a few days after Hebner’s bones 
were found. : 

The gray-haired prisoner had told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that she 
had been married five times, had 
conceded that her marital affairs 
were tangled and that she had mar- 
ried at least one of her husbands 
without getting a divorce from his 
predecessor. 7 

Query on Lie Detector. 

Among her >vossessions, laid out 
neatly on the other bunk in her 
cell, were a Bible and a newspaper

swer column in which she had 
marked with pencil the question: 
“Can a criminal be forced to take 
the lie detector test?“ The an- 
swer given was “No.” 

Maintaining her innocence of 
murder through weeks of question- 
ing, she had told authorities here 
that Hebner had boasted he was 
the murderer of William C. Hite, 
stabbed and beaten to death in his 
secondhand store at 1809 Franklin 
avenue, St. Louis, on Nov. 10, 1935.

“Any utility which has behaved 
itself and kept sound credit can get 
all the money it neéds from other 
sources. I predict that all the RFC 
loans to the electric light and 
power business won't amount to a 


a 


hurrah in hell!“ 


Egan, who addressed the utilities 
‘ executives at luncheon at Hotel 
Jefferson during their annual con- 


*. vention, characterized as “veriest 
rot“ estimates that the electric in- 


1 


dustry could spend 33,000, 000,000 
immediately on replacements of 
equipment and new construction. 


Suggests Platinum Cables. 

“On that basis,” he said, “Union 
Blectric, with about 2 per cent of 
the total investment in the indus- 
try and about the same percentage 
of the output, would have to spend 
s $60,000,000 to put its property up to 
date. I don’t know what we would 
do with that but ‘put platinum on 
the cables.” 

“If these estimates were correct,” 
he continued, “the industry would: 
be 25 per cent underconstructed. 
As it is, we're not behind in our 
: construction and can take care * 
any business that will pay its 
way.” 

He turned to a criticism of all 
phases of the Government electric 
power program, particularly the 

e water power develop- 
ment plans of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, and the Grand Coulee, 
Bonneville and Fort Peck dams, 
asserting that the Government 
would not be able to dispose of the 
electricity produced in the West- 
ern hydroelectric plants. 

TVA Percentages Cited. 

He referred to a recent Post-Dis- 
patch investigation which disclosed 
that only 11 per cent of the power 
produced by the TVA was sold 
to domestic consumers and the re- 
mainder was sold to large industry. 

If this condition exists in the 
well-populated South, he continued, 
“How will the Government dispose 
of its power in the Northwest?” 

As an example of the “absurd” 
schemes for disposing of the west- 
ern power, Egan cited a proposal 
by J. R. Ross, administrator of 
Bonneville Dam in Oregon, for the 
transmission of current 600 miles 

to Idaho for the manufacture of 
phosphates. 

He said Ross’ plan to send the 
power by converting alternating 
current into direct current for the 
long transmission over mountains, 
and changing it back to alternating 
current at its destination, was not 
an engineerin gpossibility and, if it 
were, would not be economically 
sound, because Idaho was as rich 


in water power resources as any 


other region in the world. 

Another proposal by the dam ad- 
ministrator for the creation of sev- 
en districts in Oregon to buy the 
power and sell it at retail to the 
public was upset by vote of the peo- 
ple within the proposed districts, 
Egan said. 

Attacks Rural Electrification. 

The program of rural electrifica- 
tion undertaken by the Federal 
Government is economically un- 
sound, Egan declared, asserting 
that private companies would be 
willing to serve rural consumers 
if such service could be instituted 
without forcing other customers 
to help pay for it in increased 

rates. 


“Rural power distribution is 
more than a matter of putting up 
poles and stringing wires,” he said. 
“There are also power plants, sub- 
stations, underground cables and 
very expensive maintenance serv- 
ice.” These costs, he said, would 
put an unfair load on all customers 

of the power company. 

“If we want to enter @ program 

. puch as this, let's do it with our 
eyes open,” he said. 

Egan summarized an extempo- 
raneous discussion of business con- 
ditons with the declaration that 
“thnigs are going to be much 

. worse before they're better“ and the 
advice to his audience to “trim 
our sails a little bit.” 

Pessimistic About Future. 

The new program for Federal re- 
covery expenditures, he said, “is a 
new pump-priming operation to be 
undertaken even though the last 
one was a flop.” “Increased pub 

lie debt won't increase confidence,” 

_ he added. 

Lack of confidence is the pri- 
mary cause for the present “depres- 

sion,“ Egan went on, adding that 
he was “pessimistic about the ex- 
(perience we're going to have for a 
N. years.”

(DICK SIEBERT OF 
CARDS ASKS FOR| 
HIS FREE AGENCY 
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By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, . 
CHICAGO. April . Dick Sie- 
bert, utility first sacker of the Car- 
dinals, today applied to Commission-. 
er Landis for free agency, declaring 
that he has been “kicked around 
from club to club” and his chances 
of advancement in ‘the major 
leagues jeopardized. Landis is in 
New Tork, but by telephone, he 
agreed to meet Siebert in his of- 
fice here Sunday at 12:30 to hear 

the player’s plea. 

The Cardinals had asked Siebert 
to go to Columbus in the Ameri- 
can Association, after obtaining 
waivers on him. Siebert was to 
go to Columbus outright,. which 
wotld make him subject to the 
draft in the fall. His salary was 
to be $4000: Siebert says he under- 
stands that Landis made a special 
ruling that he cannot be sent out 
thig year, and also that several 
major league clubs have expressed 
an interest in him. During the 
spring training season, Manager 
Frisch of the Redbirds spoke of 
Siebert as the “most improved play- 
er, in one year, in the camp.” 

Siebert became a member of the 
Cardinal “organization in 1929, 
when, at the age of 16, he was 
signed by Scout Jack Ryan as a 
pitcher and sent to Waynesboro, 
Pa. After playing for Waynesboro 
in that year and part of 1930, he 
withdrew from the game to resume 
his studies at,Concordia Seminary, 
in St. Louis. 

In 1932 he was signed by Eddie 
Herr for the Yankees and sent to 
Dayton. Brooklyn bought him in 
1933 and sent him to York in the 
New York-Pennsylvania League, 
and he also served with Dayton 
that season, He eventually was 
sold to Dayton and although the 
record books do not show it, he 
played a month for Albany, N. Y., 
and was returned to Dayton. Brook- 
lyn paid him for the month's serv- 
ice at Albany and sold him to Buf- 
falo in 1934: He was later obtained 
again by Brooklyn for Pitcher 
Owen Carroll and cash. He then 
was sent to Indianapolis in the 
John Cooney deal. 

Drafted by the Cubs at the end 
of 1956, Siebert was bought from 
Chicago by the Cardinals, and the 
Cardinals paid a claim entered by 
Indianapolis for his services. In 
1937, Siebert was sent to Columbus 
and played regularly chere. 

Now Siebert believes that he has 
been jostled around too much and 
that. with his experience, if he 
can do no better than play in 
Class AA, free agency is preferable. 


Branch Rickey, vice-president of 
the Cardinals, when asked to com- 
ment on the Siebert case today, 
said: - 

“I am surprised and shocked. 
Some time ago I asked for waivers 
on half a dozen players, When 
they came back there were claims 
for five of the men, but much to 
my surprise, none for Siebert. That 
is all I know about the case.”

DeMar yesterday was sev- 
enth in a field of 204, nearly all 
younger men than he. 
“The Boston course is a harder 
one than the London course, in 
fact the Boston course is one of 
the toughest in the world. The 
Newton and Wellesley Hills real- 
ly kill them off. 


“DeMar’s time yesterday was 45 
supposed to bring on enlargement 
of the heart or to result in car- 
diac muscular strain to a damag- 
ing degree. Other forms of 
physical exhaustion added to the 
deterioration which the four-mile 
race was supposed to bring on.

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Britain Again Demands Return 


Of Oil Property Seized in Mexico 


No Denial of Justice 


Second Note Rejects Contention There Was 


in Expropriations— 


Cites Damage to Stockholders. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., April 22.—Great 
Britain sent Mexico a second note 
last night repeating demands for 
the return of British-owned oil 
properties expropriated by the 
Mexican Government. 

The British note refused to admit 
that the incorporation in Mexico 
of Aguila, subsidiary of the British- 
controlled Royal Dutch Shell, de- 
barred diplomatic intervention in 
the company’s behalf. Aguila was 
the largest of 17 British and Amer- 
ican oil companies whose $400,- 
000,000 properties were taken over 
by President Lazaro Cardenas 
March 18, 

The note, signed by Britain’s Am- 
bassador to Mexico, Owen St. Clair 
O'Malley, also rejected Mexico’s 
argument that there was no denial 
of justice in the expropriations—as 
Britain charged in her first com- 
munication, 

The second note was presented 
promptly, Britain said, in view “of 
the period which may elapse be- 
fore termination of proceedings in 
the Mexican courts; that the Mex- 
ican Government was not awaiting 
the outcome of the proceedings and 


that great damage has already been 


inflicted on British shareholders in 
the company.” 

The court proceedings referred 
to were appeals by the expropriated 
companies for an injunction against 
enforcement of the expropriation 
order which they attacked as un- 
constitutional.

Britain’s note repeated a charge

Meanwhile, United States Am- 
bassador Josephus Daniels, who has 
conferred frequently with Govern- 
ment officials regarding United 
States companies involved, left by 
plane for Washington.

PRESIDENT. DISCUSSES 
NEUTRALITY POLICY 


Says Present Law Has Been 
Applied as Satisfactorily 
as Possible. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt defined one of the 
prime purposes of the Neutrality 
Act today as being to prevent this 
country from penalizing one war- 
ring nation and so favoring another. 

Discussion of neutrality came up 
at the President's press confer- 
ence in connection with talk of his 
luncheon with Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, yesterday, indicating that it 
had been one of the subjects dis- 
cussed, Roosevelt said Borah and 
he agreed on substantially every- 
thing they talked about, including 
the question of monopolies. 

Replying to questions, the Presi- 
dent said the present neutrality law 
had two objectives: To prevent 
the United States becoming in- 
volved in a foreign war and to pre- 
vent this country giving aid to one 
side as against the other when a 
foreign war takes place. 

Neutrality, he continued, had been 
satisfactorily applied insofar as 
that was possible under present 
law. The question he answered in 
making that remark referred spe- 
cifically to the situations in Spain 
and China. 

Asked whether he could embargo 
arms shipments to Italy and Ger- 
many under the law, Roosevelt said 
he could not, adding that neither 
could arms shipments to the 
French, or British, be embargoed. 
He was asked to name the limita- 
tions he felt existed in the present 
law but declined to do so. 

The President said his message

On final approval of a tax-modi- 
fication bill, he added, “it will be 
interesting to see whether business 
does everything: possible to relieve 
unemployment.” 

Senator Schwallenbach (Dem.), 
Washington, also urged agreement 
and asserted that the Unemploy- 
ment Committee report had assured 
repeal of the existing undistributed 
profits tax “or something every 
close to repeal.” 

Senator Gerry (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, a proponent of the Senate 
bill, said complete repeal of the 
undistributed profits levy would be 
a long step toward the restoration 
of confidence.

Makes Apology for Busi- 
ness Suit and Unprepared 
Remarks, Then Reminds 
Them of 1776.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made an informal 
address yesterday afternoon before 
the national congress of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, 

The address follows: | 

“Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, I couldn’t let a fifth year 
go by without coming to see you. 
And I must ask you to take me in 
a business suit. 

“You must take me as I am, with 
no prepared remarks. You know, 
as a matter of fact; I would have 
been here at one of, your corfven- 
tions in prior years, one or more, 
but it isn’t the time that it takes 
to come before you and to speak 
for half an hour. It is the prepa- 
ration for that half hour, and I 
suppose for every half hour’s 
speech that make for convention, 
or over the radio, that I put in 10 
hours preparing it. So I have to ask 
you to bear with me, to let me 
come here without preparation and 
tell you how glad I am to tell you 
how proud I am as a revolutionary 
descendant to greet you. 


Descendant of Revolutionists. 

“I thought of preaching on a text 
but I won't. I will only give you 
the text and I won't preach on it. 
I think I can afford to give you 
the text because it so happens— 
through no fault of my own—that I 
am descended from a number of 
people who came over on the May- 
flower. But more than that, my 
ancestors on both. sides—and when 


five generations it means 32 or 64 
of them—every single one of 
them without exception was in this 
land in 1776, 

“And there was only one Tory 
among them. 

“And so the text is this: Remem- 
ber that all of us, you and I espe- 
cially, are descended from immi- 
grants and revolutionists. 

“And I am particularly glad to 
know that today you are making 
this fine appeal to the youth of 
America. The importance of this 
rising generation to our sons and 
grandsons and ,great-grandchildren 
we can't overéstimate;: the impor- 
tance of what we are doing in this 
year, in our own generation, to 
keep alive the spirit of American 
democracy, the spirit of opportu- 
nity, the kind of a spirit that has 
led us as a nation—not as a small 


group but as a nation—to meet the 


very great problems of the past. 

Necessity of National Defense. 

“We look for a younger genera- 
tion that is going to be more Amer- 
ican than we are. We are doing 
the best that we can, and yet we 
can do better than that; we can do 
more than that by inculcating in 
the boys and girls of this country 
today some of the underlying fun- 
damentals, the reasons that brought

It is desirable to fix all this in 
mind if we are to get away from 
unreal issues and devote our at- 
tention to the real issues. There 
are two real issues before Con- 
gress. The first is whether the 
President is to be left with the 
huge personal and factional power 
to allocate several billion dollars. 
The second is whether Congress, 
exerting its constitutional author- 
ity over revenues, will refuse to 
vote more money until it has ob- 
tained concessions from the Pres- 
ident—concessions on the Senate 
tax bill, on peace with the utilities, 
on a reform of his labor policy. 
The first issue turns on the ques- 
tion of reducing the personal power 
of the President by taking away 
his control over immense sums of 
money. The second issue turns 
upon compelling him to revise his 
policies enough to make effective a 
recovery program based not on Gov- 
ernment expenditure but primarily 
on the expanded use of private 
credit. 

If the opposition in Congress will 
take a clear and resolute position 
on these two issues, it will be on 
firm ground. For at this moment, 
there is no point in discussing the 
amount of the expenditures. The 
opposition should center its atten- 
tion on the control of the amount 
and on obtaining concessions in re- 
gard to taxes, utilities and labor. 

* „ * 


As regards the control of the ex- 
penditures, the opposition should, I 
believe, take its stand on the prin- 
ciples of the Bacon bill, This bill 
provides that the money for relief 
shall be allocated not by the Presi- 
dent but by a board, presumably a 
non-partisan board. It would be 
spent by the states, not by Federal 
appointees, and states could obtain 
Federal money only by putting up 
money of their own to prove their 
good faith. 

Under a system of this sort, the 
dangerous and demoralizing con- 
centration of personal power in the 
President would be effectively liqui- 
dated. It would not take relief 
out of politics. But it would take 
relief out of presidential politics, 
and in an election year this is par- 
ticularly desirable. 

The opposition should rally 
around the Bacon bill and, having 
perfected it, should make it the 
issue in the coming debate. 

* * — 


Simultaneously, the leaders of the 
opposition, more specifically the 
Garner Democrats, should make it 
known to the White House that 
they will vote none of these ap- 
propriations until the President 
yields on the Senate tax bill, until 
he gives evidence of a willingness 
to make peace with the utilities, 
and until he gives them assurances 
about his labor policy. 

They have the power, and they 
could readily obtain the necessary 
popular support, for a movement 
of this kind, and there is nothing 
in such a program which deprives 
the President of any of his rightful 
authority or impairs any of hig 
genuine reforms. 5

Voters returning to St. Louis 
next week for the third national 
convention it has held here, does so 
with the hope that something dra- 
matic, something regenerative and 
crucial may Happen to the organi- 
zation here as has happened in 
the past. St. Louis so often has 
been the scene of critical or dra- 
matic moments in- the history of 
the league or the woman’s suffrage 
movement out of which it grew. 
The very first organization in the 
world having as its sole object the 
political enfranchisement of women 
was formed in St. Louis. Most of 
the early women’s rights societies, 
even that one formed by Susan 
B. Anthony at Seneca Falls, had 
included other reforms, 

In May, 1867, a group met in the 
directors’ room of the Mercantile 
Library, with Mrs. Alfred Clapp 
presiding and Mrs. George D. Hall 
as secretary. In October, the game 
year, the organization brought to St. 
Louis the foremost leaders in the 
movement, Susan B. Anthony, Julia 
Ward Howe, already famous as au- 
thor of “Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public,” and Mary E. Livermore, 
known for her work in the sani 
tary division (forerunner of the Red 
Cross) in the Civil War, for the first 
woman suffrage convention. 

Another convention with Lucy 
Stone, famous pioneer, presiding, 
was held here in 1872. Just after 
the Civil War some of the leading 
abolitionists were turning their at- 
tention to political freedom for 
women. William Lloyd Garrison 
and Wendell Phillips wrote ad- 
dresses to that convention. 

The attraction of St. Louis as a 
meeting place seems to have been 
an active little group of which Mrs.

Her husband, 
Francis Minor. a lawyer, believed 
the amendment which reads, “No 
state shall make or enforce anv law 
which shall abridge the privileres 
or immunities of citizens of the 
United States.“ entitled women to 
vote. Her vote was challenged. 
Suit was brought with adverse de- 
cision in the lower courts. Taken 
to the Supreme Court the decision 
was delivered in 1875 that women 
could not have equal suffrage with- 
out a new amendment to the Const. 
tution, So the long campaign for 
the Nineteenth Amendment, not at- 
tained until 1919, really was ihsti- 
gated in St. Louis. 

It is said that J. A. Campbell. 
Governor of Wyoming. who signed 
the bill which gave Wyoming the 
distingtion of the first state to al- 
fow women to vote, got his inspira- 
tion from having spent some time 
in St. Louis under the influence of 
the suffrage enthusiasts here.

Later a song, Old Back Black 
Mo,” referring to Missouri as a black 
state on the suffrage map, became 
a campaign song. There were spec- 
tacular parades, especially one in 
Washington at the time of the first 
Wilson inaugural, led by Inez Mil- 
holland, the “Suffrage Beauty,” on 
a white horse. Hoodlums on the 
sidelines had great fun rough han- 
dling the marchers, By the time of 
the second Wilson nomination in 


1916, when the Democratic national 
convention was held in St. Louis, 
there was hope of getting a suf- 
frage plank in the platform. 5t 
Louis distinguished itself again. 

It was decided to try something 
different and dignified that couldn't 
be interferred with by hoodlum- 


ism, since it would remain station- 


ary. It would be a “walkless, talk- 
less parade.” Sentiment had in- 
creased surprisingly here and wom- 
en flocked from everywhere to join 
in the demonstration. Seven thou- 
sand stood under yellow parasols 
from Twelfth street to the Coliseum 
the first morning of the conven- 
tion.

That was one momentous occa- 
sion. Another at this golden ju- 
bilee convention, celebrating the 
fiftieth year of the national asso- 
ciation, was the formation in St. 
Louis of the League of Women 
Voters. It absorbed a few months 
later the old National Suffrage As- 
sociation when the Federal amend- 
ment declaring the vote shall not 
be denied to anyone because of sex 
was ratified and all women could 
vote, 


There were high spots and low 
spots in suffrage campaigning, 
nearly always dramatic, so much 
so that little in politics seems to 
have been really worth fighting for 
since. The League of Women Vot- 
ers started out with high hopes of 
being a political factor to be reck- 
oned with, even a faction, a pres- 
sure group, some may have hoped, 
if women could stick together po- 
litically. With much higher ideals, 
perhaps, of freedom from partisan- 
ship, it has subsided into a less 
exciting body of study and propa- 
ganda groups. Another national 
convention was held here in 1926 
with the emphasis on education for 
citizenship. 
+ « > 

OWEVER, the league still puts 
H on grand conventions, where 

they play at being politicians, 
deciding what they’d do if they 
really did hold a balance of power. 
The conventions are staged and 
proceedings: carried on much in 
the manner of major political 
party conventions. Delegates are 
apportioned to states according 
to the number of their rep- 
resentation in Congress and seated 
under state banners. They func- 
tion as smoothly, more so than the 
best steam-rollered political ones, 
due to a feminine attention to de- 
tails in the preliminary arrange- 
ments. 

Twenty-two committees of St. 
Louis women have been busy for 
weeks preparing for this conven- 
tion. While the women are in ses- 
sion there is the illusion that they 
are right in there making plat- 
forms that are to result in new 
laws or the enforcement of existing 
ones, instead of merely voting on 
resolutions that are to comprise 
their next two years’ program. 
There is the feeling when they ad- 
journ it is to enter political cam- 
paigns rather than merely to sepa- 
rate into study. groups and lend 
moral support to worthy causes.
